GENERAL WOOD COMING. 


Savannah, Ga., January 13.—After 
inspecting sites near here for an 
army division post and visiting Fort 
Screven, Major General Leonard 
Wood departed tonight for Atlanta 
on a similar mission. While here 
(Jeneral Wood said that the program 
of the war department regarding 
military improvements in the south- 
east included the division headquar- 
ters, creatin of an aviation station 
and school and improvement of the 
present fortifications. 


General Leonard Wood, commander of 
the department of the east of the Unit- 
ed States army, will arrive in Atlanta 
this morning for the purpose of making 
inspections of prospective sites for the 
location of an army divisional camp 
large enough to accommodate 20,000 
men. This is unquestionably the big- 
gest military enterprise ever contem- 
plated to be located in the south. The 
details of it have not been made pub- 
lic yet, further than information to 
the effect that the plans for the en- 
largement of the regular army will 
call for a camp site in Dixie for an 
uimy division of 20,000 men. . 

The announcement was made Satur- 
day that General Wood will inspect 
ort MePherson, and that, upon kis 
arrival Sunday morning he will be the 
breakfast guest of Mayor Asa G. Can- 
dier, Adjutant General J. Van Holt Nash 
President Ivan E. Allen, and other 
members of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, at the Capital City club. 

Breakfaat This Morning. 

President Allen stated Saturday night 
that he had received a telegram from 
General Wood accepting the invitation 
for breakfast, which will be at 8:30 
o'clock, and that a committee from 
the chamber of commerce will accom- 
pany him upon a tour of inspection of 
Fort McPherson. Further than this 
Mr. Allen would not discuss the visit 
of General Wood. 

[It is known, however, that the cham- 
ber of commerce had four or five men 
at work all day Saturday gathering 
data which General Wood will be likely 
to want. 

It is understood that the site for the 
camp will call for two plots of terri- 
tory, one of which will have to be some 
stx or cight miles square, while the 
other is to be used as a target range 
for big guns. 

It is further’ understoot that the 
possibility of the United States gov- 
ernment locating its big armor plani 
at Rome, Ga., is intimately connected 
with the plan to locate a divisional 
camp in this section of the country, in 
order that a detachment of troops of 
considerable propcrtion may be located 
in close proximity to the armor plate 
plant. 

Atianta’s Advantages. 

The information which/it under- 
stood General Wood wi want is not 
merely as to a desirable site, as to size 
and location, but includes also Atlanta’s 
advantages as an educaticnal center’, 
its theatrical attractions, its sociologi- 
cal conditions, its electric ight and 
power, its water and sewer, and its 
transportation facilities. 

In other words, what General Wood 
will want to know ts how well is At- 
lanta equipped to take care of a new 
and suddenly-created suburb of: 20,00u 
inhabitants. 

It is understooa that it will not be 
deemed necessary that the site for the 
camp and target range be immediately 
adjacent to the city, but that a site 
anywhere within a radius cf ten miles 
or so of the city will be considered. 

The size of the plots of ground want- 
ed, it is believed, will preclvde the use 
of Fort McPherson for this purpose, ul- 
less a considerable addition in terri- 
tory might be made to the present 
grounds. 

There is keen competitior through- 


out the south for the location of the 
camp. Yeneral Wood “has visited 
Charleston, Savannah and cther points 
where he has made inspections as t» 
the advantages which. these cities of- 
fer for such a camp site. He also in- 
tends to visit Aiken, Augusta, Colum- 
bia and other southern cities upon the 


same mission.

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RUMANIANS DRIVE 
TEUTONIC FORGES 
FROM POSITIONS 


But While Invaders Lose on 

Moldavian Frontier They 
Report Further Gains on 
Sereth River. 


FIGHTING VERY HEAVY 
IN RUMANIAN THEATER

Activity Again Develops in 

Riga Sector, Where Ger- 
mans Are Repulsed—Brit- 
ish Troops Gain on the 
Somme.

New York, January 13.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Further successes by the 
Teutonic allies on the lower line of 
the Sereth river near its junction with 
the Danube, officially reported Satur- 
day, are partly offset by a Rumanian 
advance and the capture of trenches 
of the Austro-German forces along the 
Moldavian frontier, in the region of the 
Kasino river. At another point on the 
Moldavian frontier, north of the Slanic 
valley, the invading army delivered a 
strong attack and drove the Russians 
from a height, capturing some machine 
guns, nine throwers and 174 men. 

Fierce fighting along the lower Se- 
reth line resulted in the capture by 
Turkish troops of the Rumanian town 
of Mihalea, northwest of Braila, and 
400 men of its garrison. Others of the 
defeating force, attempting to escape 
were drowned in the Sereth. The Bul- 
garians have taken a monastery near 
the confluence of the Buzen and Sereth 
rivers. 

Heavy fighting is in progress on both 
sides of the Oitus valley, in the moun- 
tains of Moldavia, where strong attacks, 
by both invaders and defenders were 
repulsed. 


GERMANS REPULSED 
IN RIGA SECTOR. 


Aside from the Rumanian war the- 
ater, activity was developed in the Riga 
sector of the Russo-German front anda 
at Serre, on the Somme front in France. 
A German attack by heavy forces south 
of Lake Rabit, at the northern end 
of the Russian front, was repulsed. 

British troops launched a new at- 
tack against Serre and gained a foot- 
ing in one of the advanced German po- 
sitions. Otherwise, only artillery fight- 
ing in the region of Chaulnes is re- 
ported along the French front. . 

The usual artillery duels were main- 
tained along the whole Austro-lItalian 
line. 

Entente forces advancing toward 
Stravina, in Macedonia, were checked. 

A Russian squadron is reported to 
have raided the Anatolian coast of the 
Black Sea and sunk forty Turkish sail- 
ing vessels carrying fvod to Constan- 
tinople. 


MORE SUCCESSES 
FOR THE INVADERS 
ON RUMANIA LINE 


Berlin, January 13.—(Via Sayville.) 
Further successes have been won by 
the Teutonic forces, both aiong the 
Russian frontier of Moldavia and on 
the Sereth line to the southeast, army 
headquarters announced today. At the 
junction of the Buzeu and Sereth riv- 
ers Bulgarian troops captured a mon- 
astery and Turkish troops took the 
town of Mihalea by storm, capturing 
400 of the garrison, the rest of whom 
were drowned in the Sereth. 

The announcement follows: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: 
successful attack of German troops 
north of Slanic valley ground was 
again gained. The enemy left in posi- 
tions taken from him seven machine 


guns, seven mine throwers and a large 
quantity of rifle ammunition and hard 
grenades. Four officers and 170 men 
were captured. 

“On both sides of Oituz valley strong 
hostile attacks failed on account of 
the brave defense of German and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops. Great - losses 
were inflicted on the adversary in hand- 
to-hand fighting. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen: At the junction of the Buzeu 
and Sereth the Bulgarians captured a 
monastery which was still being held 
by the Russians. Northwest of Braila 
Turkish troops stormed the town of 
Mihalea. Of the Russian garrison 400 
men were captured and the others, on 
attempting to escape, were drowned 
in the Sereth. ‘Ten machine guns were 
captured. Elsewhere on this front a 
dense fog covered the battlefield.” 


RUMANIAN FORCES 
REPULSE TEUTONS. 


Petrograd, January 13.—(Via London, 
British Admiralty per Wireless Press.) 
Rumanian forces in the region of the 
River Kasino in Moldavia, after a vio- 
lent battle yesterday with Austro-Ger- 
man troops, succeeded in throwing the 
Teutons back and occupying their 
trenches, says the Russian official 
statement issued today. North of the 
Slanic river the invaders forced back 
to the Russians from a height. 

The statement says: 

‘Rumanian Front: The enemy press- 
ed back our detachments from one of 
the heights north of the River Slanic. 

“Enemy attacks against the height 
south of the River Oituz were repulsed.

ORDAZ IS FOUND DEAD 
_WITH PISTOL NEAR BED 


New Orleans, January 13.—Manuel 
Diaz Ordaz, 25, member of a prominent 
and wealthy family in Oaxaca, Mexico, 
and nephew of the late President Por- 
forio Diaz, was found dead in bed in a 
rooming house here today with a re- 
volver bullet through the heart. A re- 
volver containing an empty. cartridge 
wa's found near the bed. 

The police believed Ordaz committed 
suicide, but they also were investigat- 
ing statements of Ordaz’ landlady that 
he frequently told her he had received 
threats of death from unnamed Mexi- 
cans if he did not return to Mexico 
and fight. Ordaz was a son of the 
late General Manuel Ordaz, of Mexico. 

After an investigation later in the 
day into the death of Ordaz, Coroner 
©’ Hara pronounced it as suicide. 
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figured Saturday that his only recourse,

Will Prorate Cut. 

Ed R. Hays, building inspector, says 
the cut in his department of $1,400, will 
have to be prorated among all the men, 
including himself, as he can’t do with- 
out any of them and properly look after 
the city’s business. 

Frank F. Smith, tax collector, states 
that he does not see how he will be able 
to reduce his force, and his expenses 
are now just money enough for stamps 
and paper. His plan is to keep his 
force at its present salary as long as 
the money lasts and then drop them or 
reduce their salaries. He must have 
the men, he declares, 

Walter Taylor, city clerk, whose pay 
roll was cut $1,000, has not yet decided 
what he is geing to do, but seems to 
think that one of his men must go. 
He may prorate the cut among the en- 
ttre force. 

J. O. Cochran, park manager, whose 
pay roll was cut $13,000, says that a 
small number of men on his pay rolls 
is the only way he can see ahead. He 
refuses to discuss the result to the 
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rendering its equivalent in food cou- 
pons. 

“PETTY GRAFT” 

NECESSARY. 

This is only one kind of “petty 
grafts” that one must practice in Ber- 
lin if one wishes to obtain more butter 
than he is lawfully entitled to re- 
ceive. There are many other kinds. 
In Berlin there are even highway rob- 
bers, pickpockets, and sneak thieves, 
who will take away your food-cards. 
I simply relate these just to portray 
the acuteness of the food situation in 
Germany today. 

Several weeks after my arrival in 
Berlin I joined a bowling club most of 
‘whose members are young Norwegians, 
Swedes, Danes and Hollanders. We 
used to meet at this club quite fre- 
quently, but let me state this defi- 
nitely;we never did any bowling because 
we had hardly any energy to spare. 
At such meetings, whenever we talked 
about our making friends with a young 
lady, in almost every instance the rest 
of the fellows would ask: “Where does 
your young lady-love work, in a butter 
er shop or a butcher shop?” 

Anyone who visits Germany today 
can not help noticing the peculiar ab- 
sence of young children playing in the 
side streets. I have often inquired 
about this lack of children in the streets 
and was always told that if children 
are permitted to exercise they will get 
hungry. These are facts that have 
escaped the noticé of even our Holland

Alderman Dunlap'‘s Letter. 


Alderman Edgar Dunlap has written 
The Constitution as follows: 

Editor Constitution: There Ras been 
a great deal said in the papers this 
week about the work of the finance 
committee, who have been in daily ses- 
sion, trying to arrive at a plan for 
the economical distribution of the city 
funds to meet the great demands out 
of a very limited supply of funds. 

A sheet has been prepared and will 
be presented to council Monday. It ‘will 
be a unanimous recommendation from 
the finance committee as the best plan 
under the circumstances. It is not 
a satisfactory sheet to any member of 
the committee, and I doubt if it will 
be satisfactory to the public. It is a 
disappointment, in that it carries few 
appropriations for improvements, and 
many deep cuts in department pay 
rolls. 

“It is my desire to bring to the pub- 
lic attention the small amount of 
funds to apportion, namely, $3,250,000, 
and not the sum of $4,800,000, as has 
often been auoted. 

“Out of this amount there was first 
to be taken care of outstanding bills 
carried over from past years, and the 
payment of final judgment on account 
of the crematory, $65,000. These items 
could not be ignored and must be paid. 

“With the actual expenditures of the 
departments for 1916 as a basis, we had 
a deficit to reckon with and no funds 
for any improvements. 

“It was agreed unanimously that the 
old plan of anticipating the receipt of 
more funds than were actually shown 


was only continuing a 
reckless policy, and would leave the 
city in the latter part of 1917 just 
where it was at the end of 1916, in an 
embarrassing situation. 

.“To meet this condition, the plan of 
cutting down all departments’ allow- 
ance for overhead charges was adopted 
and put into effect. A great saving 
has been marked out, and it is mv be- 
lief that if carried into effect by the 
heads of departments and boards con- 
trolling same, there will be no bad ef- 
fect created. I believe this ‘plan can 
be carried still further to the better- 
ment of the city, and a great efficiency 
started. 

“It is my contention that If a fixed 
amount be given to a department to be 
expended under the supervision of the 
committee or board controlling the de- 
partment, a much greater efficiency 
could be established than if the old 
plan is followed—that is, the finance 
committee going into every detail of 
the expenditure and making itemized 
appropriation to meet all wants of any 
department. Certainly the comnitittee 
and boards handling a department 
should be better able to conserve and 
appropriate the amount given them by 
council in a lump sum, than can the 
finance committee say where each and 
every dollar shall go. I believe the 
city funds should be divided out to 
the department as their usefulness ap- 
pears to the public’s good, and those 
in charge of the direction of the de- 
partments be charged with the faithful 
handling of their funds. 

“I believe that council should at 
once take up the subject of removing 
from the charter governing the opera- 
tion of this city, all those restrictions 
which prevent bringing all departments 
}into co-operation, and that all book- 
keeping should be centered in the comp- 
| troller’s office. By this co-operation,

“Until every member of council gets 
down to the point that he represents 
Atlanta and divests himself of all self- 
‘ish intentions for both himself and his 
ward, we cannot put into effect this 
movement for efficient public govern- 
ment. Il believe the finance commit- 
tee have earnestly striven to reach this 
high plane, as is shown by the finance 
sheet, carrying no ward improvements. 

“The city has reached a crisis—it 
has outgrown its income. We must 
face the issue squarely and not con- 
tinue to parley and defer action by 
foolish anticipation. The people must 
put more funds into the city treasury, 
or the improvements so badly needed 
and constantly growing worse, 
continue to go unattended. 

“I hope every member of council will 
approve the action of its finance com- 
mittee promptly and let the city move 
on, and with the earnest co-operation 
of everyone, with our splendid mayor, 
I believe in June we will find condi- 
tions so improved that more revisions 
can be made and new funds will have 
developed from sources that have not 
been contributing their share.

It 
is true that there are very few able- 
bodied socialists out of the field-grey 
in the city of Berlin. Whenever Il 
made this observation to my socialist 
friends they told me that a socialist 
is as dangerous to the Prussian mili- 
tarists in his field-grey as he is out of 
it. Whether or not these views are 
true, the fact remains that the Ber- 
lin police have not yet been mobil- 


journalists. During my whole eleven 
months of residence in. the city of 
Berlin I have not once seen a red- 
cheeked youngster. On Sundays I 
visited both Catholic and Protestant 
churches. I watched the Berlin chil- 
dren on their way to school, I visited 
the homes of many of my fellow work- 
ers, and I visited the homes of my ed- 
itors; and I have not seen one whole- 
some, healthy, ruddy-cheeked child. 
During the course of a discussion I 
once mentioned this observation of 
mine to a Lutheran minister. He agreed 
with me and said further that he feared 
for the next generation. This Luther- 
an minister also told me an interesting 
incident that came to his own personal 
notice during the early part of that 
week.

“It is not the purpose of the organ- 
ization to raise prices or go into this 
part of the business at all,” said a 
prominent wholesaler, “but to correct 
customs that have become a burden 
not only to the wholesaler but to the 
retailer as well. 

“Take deliveries, fof instu.uce,” 
tinued the wholesaler. “At 
was a request to the drayman to assist 
in placing a barrel of flour or other 
g00ds in a certain spot, which was 
readily complied with. From this the 
custom has grown until it is demanded 
that all goods be placed, at times re- 
quiring an hour or more t@ accomplish. 
As deliveries are made with trucks, 
which carry enormous quantities, one 
truck making a half dozen or more 
deliveries on a trip, if the first retail- 
er detains the truck while the driver 
places the goods, the other retailers 
suffer the inconvenience of waiting 
and the loss of trade from failure to 
deliver &00ds which should have been 
delivered in the early morning. Not only 
does the retailer lose that particular 
order, but a disappointment to the 
housewife may cause her to change 
grocers as well. 

“There are many irregularities along 
this line that mean thousands of dol- 
lars annually to the wholesales, and 
causes losses to the retailer as well. It 
is not the intention nor the desire of 
the wholesalers to make any move 
that will cause the retailer loss. but to 
protect him as well as themselves.” 

This evil is not complained of by 
any one particular house or firm, but 
all agree that something must be done | 
and that it be done quickly.

Fultz, president of the 
Baseball Players’ fraternity, to call a 
strike, Augu'st Herrmann, chairman of 
the commission, announced here today 
after a conference with President John- 
son, of the American league. 

“Fultz's criticisms of alleged wrongs 
to ba!l players are exceedingly unjust,” 
Mr. Werrmann said. “ll venture to 
savy that not a half dozen players in 
either the American or National leagues 
know what Fultz is driving at. .I do 
not say that in criticism of the play- 
ers. for I believe they are satisfied 
with conditions and simply do not care 
about the ‘noise’ Fultz is making.” 

Mr. Herrmann and President John- 
son appeared only mildiy interested in 
reports that meetings of members of 
the fraternity had been scheduled for 
next week in various baseball centers 
for the purpose of discussing a strike. 

Pitcher Al Demaree, of the Philadel- 
phia Nationals, who lives here, was 
reported to have called a meeting of 
plavers living in this vicinity to be 
held here next Tuesday night. 

Two Cases of Holdout. 

Boston, January 13.—Two instances 
of support by major league players of 
the Baseball Players’ fraternity de- 
mands in both of the minor league 
inembers developed here today. Harold 
Janvrin, who played second base for 
the Roston Americans in the last 
world’s series, announcing di'ssatisfac- 
tion with the terms of his proffered 
contract, said he would not sign it 
until permission was given him by 
President David L. Fultz, of the fra- 
ternity.

New York, January 13.—Reports that 
Players Grover C. Alexander, J. C. Smith 
and Harold Janvrin have refused to 
sign contracts “should be significant,” 
declared David I. Fultz, president of the 
Baseball Players fraternity, in a state- 
ment issued tonight. Fultz added that 
there will be many more refusals in 
the next few weeks. 

“Attempts have been made to inject 
the salary question into this contro- 
versy,” said the statement. “The gal- 
ary question IS In no way involved. 
Only one of OUr reqnests, the one re- 
garding traveling expenses, has any- 
thing to do with money and the 
amounts of these expenses are entirely 
in the discretion of the clubs. That 
is the reason we think they should 
pay them.” 

President Fultz declared the players 
are ready to have their grievances 
heard bv an impartial tribunal. 

“The fraternity is not hungry for 
power,” asserted the statement. “Tt 
wants only enough to get a square dea} 
}and is now, and always will be, willing 
to have any of its grievances decided 
by an impartial tribunal. If the na- 
tional board thinks {ts position is right, 
let it agree to give the national com- 
mission jurisdiction. We should be 
very glad to strongly recommend to 
the fraternity that {ft agree to abide 
by any decision of the commission. We 
use the word ‘recommend,’ because, in 
spite of the reports to the contrary, 
the players run their own organiza- 
tion and are right in behind it. Now 
let us hear what the board has to say 
and let the public decide whose po- 
sition is fair.”

He is 
using some unnatural means to get 
that fast breaking ball, and we _ are 
pretty sure he is roughing the ball at 
the seam with his thum) nail.” 

Such was the consensus of opinion 
of the four Federal league umpires I 
talked with. 


American Leaders Suspicious. 


When the announcement was 
that Cullop had been signed by 
New York Americans the players in 
the Johnsonian organization began to 
give Sir Nicholas considerable atten- 
tion. So-called secrets of the ball field 
travel quickly, and American league 
managers seemed satisfied that Nick 
was pulling something out of the or- 
dinary, because hardly had the 1916 
season opened before there was a gen- 
eral protest over Nick’s method of ca- 
ressing the ball prior to delivering 
same to the batter. 

Had Cullop’s delivery been batted 
hard in his first few attempts to show, 
probably but little attention would 
have been paid to his work. It was 
the irony of fate, however, that Cullop 
should start off by winning ten 
straight games, and might have fur- 
ther increased the string of victories 
had he not suffered an injury to his 
side. From the start of the season to 
its close, and in his last garne of the 
year, Cullop pitched one of his best 
games, losing to the Champion Boston 
Red Sox 1 to QO in ten innings. Rival 
managers and batsmen were contin- 
ually arguing over the methods they 
insisted Cullop was using to get his 
extreme effectiveness. 

In order to satisfy my own curios- 
ity, and to be fair to the other clubs, 
I decided to give serious considera- 
tion to every protest either of the 
batter ox rival manager. Any time 
a batter missed a third strike in a 
pinch, it would result in a protest 
on his part and a careful investiga- 
tion of the ball in an effort to deter- 
mine what enabled Cullon to get the 
péculiar break on his ball, which the 
batsman, of covrse, insisted was the 
reason he had failed to connect. For 
two weeks I did everything but uss 
a microscope, in an effoit to see i 
Cullop was using any method that 
the ethics of the game would regard 
ag unsportsmanlike. The balls that

“Il don’t believe you do a thing to 
the ball, except take up time, when 
you fuss around with it prior to eacn 
pitch, although vou do create the im- 
Pression that you are roughing the 
cover with vour thumb nail,” was the 
wav I greeted him. 

“Possibly not,’ Nick replied, with a 
smile, “but you couldn’t make the bat- 
ters believe that.’’ 

Then you are simply bluffing, I sug- 
gested. 

“That would be telling,” replied Cul- 
lop, “but you know a spitball pitcher 
doesn« throw a spitter every time he 
goes through the preliminary motions 
of wetting the ball. The guccessfii 
pitcher is the twirler who is not only 
respected, but feared bv the batter. Iu 
order to gain such repute, the pitcher 
must show the batter something a bit 
out of the ordinary in the way of 
curves and speed. Now, the batters 
are positive that every time I rub the 
ball with my thumb, I am using mv 
nail to roughen the surface. Well, | 
have done such a thing, so why not 
make the batster believe I am doing it 
all the time? It doesn’t help to in- 
crease his confidence. When a fellow 
gets the reputation of using certain 
methods to gain success, why not con- 
tinue that reputation, since it makes 
you more effeative. Half the battle is 
in acting mysterious.” 

Regardless of what Cullop actvaliv 
does, he will probably continue it next 
season, and the batters will protest 
as strongly as ever. 

Ernie Shore, of the Boston Red Sox. 
has a peculiar fast ball: it dips or falla 
away. Shore before every pitch has 
a habit of placing the ball in the palm 
of his glove, and giving it several hara 
twists. 

Shore came into prominence just 
about the time the emery ball was at 
its height. Many protests were regis 
tered because it was believed Shore 
was using some vnnatural methods to 
get the unusual] break.

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Boston, January 13.—( Special. )— 
What is easily the most. pretentious 
exhibition tour ever arranged 
by two major league clubs will be tnat 
Of the Boston Braves and the New 
York Yankees, for whom «here has 
been scheduled no less than eleven 
on their way north from their 
respective training camps at Miami, 
Ila., and Macon, Ga. 

This scheme of a joint tour was 
Originated by Business Manager Hap- 
g00od, of the Braves, and since early 
last summer he has been at work mak- 
lug the necessary arrangements. Only 
last week did he return from the 
south, where he went to sign contracts 
With the various local organizations 
under the auspices of which the games 
are to be played. 

_ dieretofore, major league clubs have 
found that the customary spring ex- 
hibition games not only tailed to pro- 
aguce reai practice for the clup itself, 
|; being pitted as it was against a team 
of some minor league, put also. the 
revenue’ derived from such exhibition 
fames amounted to practicaily nothing. 
The new plan- of naving two major 
league clubs tour together insures red- 
hot practice, and unuer the basis which 
the two teams are to appear, inciudes 
a Very substantial revenue from the 
spring exhibition games, larger thar 
Was ever before received. 

The Braves and the Yankees are ev- 
erywhere appearing on the flat guar- 
.antee of $1,000 and in return for the 
Same the club agrees to use their reg- 
Ular first-string players throughout 
and there will be no second team play- 
ing elsewhere at the same time. The 
contracts for the most part have been 
signed with the local chamber of com- 
merce, who will use these exhibition 
games aS a means of bringing their 
cities into prominence. 

In every case the mayor of the city 
where the teams are to appear has 
agreed to guarantee a half holiday on 
the day of the game, and in nearly 
every instance special excursions will 
be run bv the railroads. Although 
most of the games are to played in 
piaces of comparatively small popula- 
tion, it is expected that the crowds in 
many instances will run close to 5,009 
persons. 

Business Manager Hapgood has pur- 
posely arranged these games for 
smaller towns, where gameg betwee;: 
major league clubs are unknown and 
where a single major league player is 
regarded as verv much of a curiosity.

with uS and the enslavement of the 
| freedom of Europe and the seas under 
the same yoke that Greece, with 
gnashing teeth, is now enduring. 

“But what they could not achieve in 
thirty months of the bloodiest fighe- 
ing and unscrupulous economic war 
they will also fail to accomplish in the 
future. 

‘Our glorious victories and our iron

The sole 
purpose of military training, he said, 
was to train out «f a man his indi- 
vidual initiatives and to cultivate the 
instinct of submission. He argued that 
adequate payment would bring all the 
soldiers the country might need.

At 
the back of the down stairs pens are 
the shipping room, where the crates 
are made and birds made ready for the 
express man, and a show or mating 
room eight feet, wide and seventeen 
feet long. In this room birds are 
trained to meet competition in the 
shows of the big cities, as well as 
mated. 

The lofts all have a southern expos- 
ure, and there are seven flys, six feet 
wide and sixteen feet long. Each fly 
is built up one foot higher than thea 
ground level, so that no water can set- 
tle in them.

“Desolation greeted the families that re- 
turned at the close of the war. To their 
poverty was added the burden of the less 
fortunate ones. The old relief society had 
been swept away by the invading army, All 
honor to the small group of men, who while 
building their own homes upon the smoulder- 
ing ruins of their former dwellings, called 
into existence an organization to provide 
for the comfort and consolation of the poor 
and needy, and of the stranded soldier, who, 
far from home, sought passage to his dear 
ones. What better name could they give 
this new child than that which the older 8O- 
ciety had known so well: ‘Gemilath Chesed.

The president, in ac- 
cepting the key, delivered a beautiful ad- 
dress, giving the history of the congrega- 
tion, and paid a splendid tribute to the 
‘ladies of the congregation for their services 
in assisting to finish the work. Rev. ' 
M. B. Browne delivered an eloquent dedi- 
.cation sermon. This was the first official 
act of the Rev. E. M. B. Browne, as n- 
ister of this congregation.

The New Temple. 

In 1902, the congregation having en- 
tirely outgrown the first Synagogue, 
and having” worked for a new and 
larger one, held their first services in 
the new Temple September 12 and 13 
of that year. Leading spirits in the 
old and new Temple at that time are 
referred to in Dr. Marx’s story: 

“Mr, Levi Cohen, who was president when 
the tirst temple was built and dedicated, 
lighted the Ner Tomid, with appropriate 
blessing. Mr. V. H. Kriegshaber, on behalf 
of the building committee, presented, and 
Mr. Joseph Hirsch, the president of the con- 
gregation, accepted the key of the building. 
Chaste and fitting were the prayers offered 
by Rabbis Joseph Blatt and Edward Lan- 
dau. Beautiful and soul-stirring were the 
sermons and addresses voiced by Rabbis 
Isnac P. Mendes, Edward N. Calisch, Isaac 
Maescuson and Leo Mannheimer. The words 
of the consecration were pronounced by 
Rabbi Marx.” 

The only members ever made hon- 
orary. members of the congregation 
were the late Levi Cohen and the late 
Joseph Hirsch. 

An inspiring chapter in the life and 
growth of the congregation is devoted 
to the part taken by the women. 

In conclusion Dr. Marx eloquently 
writes: 

“Ffty years ago, five and forty men be- 
lieved in God and in tnemselves and called 
into being the congregation which today re- 
joices in a _ half-century’s loyalty to the 
cause of Israel. The seed they svattered in 
hope has come to harvegt and children and 
strangers enjoy the fruition. In the places 
of the sires stand the sons. The daughters 
have taken up the tasks that once received 
the blessed touch of the mothers. Many of 
the men and women who founded this con- 
gregation have ended their life’s journey, 
Hallowed be their memory.’’ 

One of the features of the commem- 
oration services of the fiftieth anniver- 


sary of the Hebrew Benevolent Congre- 
gation was a poem written by Solomon 
Marx, of New Orleans, father of Rabbi 
David Marx, and read by the rabbi be- 
fore the congregation at one of the 
services.

Board Says Amendments 
Are Necessary Because of 
Inflow of Gold—Sound Fi- 
nancial Basis Desired. 


Washington, January 13.—Amendi- 
ments to the federal reserve act, de- 
signed to place the Uniteq States on 4 
thoroughly sound basis of financial 
preparedness for whatever the ture 
may bring during the continuance of 
the war and after its termination. 
have been put into definite torm by the 
federal reserve board and soon will 
be introduced in congress. 

The chief unforeseen financial probd- 
lems which the country has faced since 
the war started have resulted, board 
officials believe, from the huge gold 
importations which have tended to uD- 
set former economic and financial con- 
ditions, and the’ recommendations for 
new legislation are aimei principally 
at controlling loan extensions based on 
the gold accretion. 

Reasons for Amendments. 

Amendment of the act, said a state- 
ment issued by the board today, 
“seems necessary to enable us to deal 
effectively with the new international 
problems which seem destined to play 
so important a part in our domestic 
life. The banking system of the Unit- 
ed States should be prepared to meet 
effectively two conditions of opposite 
character—one, the excessive and un- 
controlled inflow of gold, the other the 
excessive and unregulated outflow of 
gold. 

“The amendments proposed are de- 
signed to provide means for contro!- 
ling an over-extension of loans based 
on new accretions to our gold stock 
and to provide for the mobilization 
and concentration cf the gold holdings 


| of the United States so that the flow 
of gold back into Europe or to South 
America or to the Orient may be ar- 
ranged without forcing any violent 
contraction of loans or causing undue 
disturbance to legitimate business.” 
Of necessity technical und detailed 
in their wording, the amendments, the 
statement continues, are designed to 
enable the federal] reserve banks to 
withdraw gold from actual circulation 
while enabling member bunks at the 
same time to release gold which at 
resent is tied up in their own vaults. 
he amendments are based upon the 
theory that all of the individual banks 
should strengthen the gold holdings 
of the federal reserve banks. 
Gold for Reserve Hanks. 


“The country’s holdings of gold are 
not used mast effectively when they 
are in the vaults of a large number of 
banks scattered aii over the country, 
but its greatest use would come from 
concentrating it to a greater degree in 
the vaults of the Federal Reserve 
banks, where it car. ‘be effectively pro- 
tected when not required and effec- 
tively used when needed. The member 
bank does not reqv:re gold with which 
'to supply the ordinary demands of its 
depositors so much as currency. 

“It fs from this point of view that 
the federal reserve board has proposed 
that congress increase the required re- 
serves to be maintained by member 
banks with the federal reserve banks, 
On November, 17, 1916, the cash hold- 
ings of all member banks were about 
$815,000,000. Under the proposed amend- 
ment $250,000,000 of this amount would 
be transferred to the federal reserve 
banks. Hence the board believes that 
ultimately the law should require of 
member banks no more than that they 
should maintain specified balances with 
the federal reserve banks in amounts 
adequate to supply the necessary re- 
serve basis, and that the federal re- 
serve banks must have sufficient re- 
‘serves of gold with which to protect 
all obligations, but that there should, 
however, be no legal requirements as 
to the amount of currency that a mem- 
ber bank should carry in its own vault. 


Matter of Business Judgment. 


“This is a matter of business judg- 
ment that might well be left to the 
discretion of each member bank. It 
was thought, however, that if this prin- 
| ciple were carried into full effect at 
i this time, the step might be con'sidered 
| too extreme, particularly under pres- 
| ent canditions, and nothing should be 


‘ 
; 


done that might tend to a further re- 
lease of reserve money. 

“A minimum amount of currency 
that the member banks should be re- 
quired to keep in their vaults, is, there- 
fore, prescribed. The amount sug- 
gested is 5 per cent of the demand de- 
posits, so that the total requirements 
—cash and reserve—will remain prac- 
tically unchanged.” 

Nine other amendments, of minor im- 
portance, most of which are related 
to operation of the one outlined above 
and designed to broaden the powers 
of the board in times of emergency, 
in the recommendations, 
Among them are measures which would 
permit non-member state banks and 
trust companies to utilize the clearance 
system of d@®serve banks, and admit 
'gav- 
ings banks without capital stock, un- 
| der certain conditions.

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DISGRACING THE STATE. 


Klsewhere upon this page appears a com- 
munication from Bishop Warren A. Candler, 
in which lynching is characterized “a com- 
pound crime of the most offensive sort.” 

“It is idle,” the bishop goes on to say, 
“for anyone to attempt to defend lynching.” 
Few do attempt it, openly. Ags in the case 
of all moral crime, those who do, shrink 
from the light, and shudder at their own 
mental processes and at thought of the 
things they condone. 

The bishop’s letter affords splendid food 
for thought; and with it is reprinted an edi- 
torial from The Roanoke (Va.) World-News. 
This editorial we reproduce as a fair sample 
of the opinion that is being expressed by the 
press of the country generally about Georgia 
and “Georgia lawlessness.” 

After quoting from the “lynching statis- 
tics” for 1916, this newspaper well says: 

“And yet Georgia permits a bunch of 
hoodlums to stamp a shameful and dis- 
graceful record upon the state every year!” 

Virginia has not had a lynching for more 
than twenty years. Why? Simply because 
justice in Virginia is expeditious and sure! 
In that state tampering with a jury’s verdict 
or a court’s decision is unknown. There 
“the law’s delay and insolence of office” is 
reduced to a minimum. The people rely 
upon the courts and the law for protection, 
and they get it. 

The effect upon Georgia of all of this del- 
eterious advertising is painfully apparent, 

A prominent north Georgia orchardist, 
having advertised in northern newspapers 
a tract of desirable apple land he wished to 
sell; had got into communication with a 
likely buyer in Indiana. Letters had been 
exchanged, amd the deal all but closed, 
when the attention of the Hoosier was 
called to the “lynching record” of the state 
in which he was about to cast his lot. Im- 
mediately, January 3, he wrote to his north 
Georgia correspondent in part as follows: 


“Right now, since the annual reports 
of the happenings of 1916 are in, it kind 
of gives me cold feet on Georgia. The 
Statistical report gays there were 656 
ivnchings in the United States in 1916, 
and that 47 of them were in Georgia. 
Yesterday I had an interview with a man 
who has traveled all over the state of 
Georgia as a salesman, and he told mea 
man’s life is not worth a canceled post- 
age stamp if it is known in Georgia that 
he denounced lynching—that if a man 
wants to enjoy his life in Georgia he 
wants to Keep his mouth shut and not 
even whisper his opinions, if they differ 
withthe native-born Georgian. I don’t 
believe I care to cast my let im a coun- 
try like that when there are so many 
other places that a man can live and en- 
joy the privileges and liberties of a free 
country.” 


Of course, every Georgian knows that 
such a statement of conditions is grossly 
exaggerated—but there are a lot of people 
in the north, east and west—desirable as 
immigrants—who will not come here in the 
face of this damaging record.

SCHLESINGER SAYS CITY’S CHIEF 


DRAWBACK IS TOO PURITANIC LAW 


Atlante’s chief and fundamental needs, 
as they appear to Harry L. Bchlesinger, 4 
well-known manufacturer of long standing 
in this city, are more liberal laws under 
which the recreation hours for working men 
and women might be made more conducive 
to contentment, and a more liberal policy 
on the part of the city and its commercial 
organisations under which greater induce- 
ments might be held out to bring additional 
manufactories here. 

Elucidating his ideas ae to the most po- 
tential means of exhilarating Atlanta's 
growth, Mr. Schlesinger said: 

“Why are so many stores and factory sites 
vacant and lying idle? Simply because we 
haven’t the industrial population that we 
should have, and becatise Atlanta doesn’t of- 
fer the inducements commeénsuraté with that 
offered by other cities, to bring manufac- 
turers here to establish new industries. 

Sunday Closing Is Drawback. 

“One of our greatest drawbacks, as the 
average Workingman sees it—and justly 80 
—js our Sunday-observance code. 

“The working man sees at once that on 
Sunday his employer can enjoy his game of 
golf, or he can spend the day riding with 
his family in his automobile. But what can 
the poor man do? He can’t go to the ball 
game; he can’t go fishing, without running 
the risk of metting into jail for it; he can’t 
éven take his family to a'‘movie’ show—ex- 
cept at times when one is open in the name 
of a church or a charity. What can he do 
with his day: Nothing except sit around the 
house or go to church! Consequéntly he soon 
pecomes dissatisfied. 

“Why, even last fall, when the fair was 
on for eight days, and the management had 
planned to have it open on the one Sunday 
of its existence so that the working people 
could enjoy and profit by it and spend the 


| 


day there with their families, such pressuré 
was brought to bear that the fair manage- 
ment was forced to back down and close the 
fair on that day. 
Needs Smokestacks and Laberers. 

“Atlanta may just as well face the fact 
that it can’t reach its greatest possibilities 
without more smokestacks and a working 
population. The city cannot have more 
smokestacks without the working popula- 
tion, and it cannot have the working pop- 
ulation until it becomes a more desirable 
place for the working man to live and raise 
his family. We have everything desirable 
in the way of climate, location, home sites 
and all that; the only thing that’s the mat- 


- that 


ter with Atlanta, as the average working 
man sees it, is Our laws and regulations of a 
man’s personal conduct. We've got to recog- 
nize the fact that a man who works with his 
hands is just as much entitled to his liberties 
on Sunday as any other man is; and that it is 
necessary that a working man, to be con- 
tented, be given an opportunity to go where 
he will and enjoy himself with freedom dur- 
ing his hours of recreation. 

“As a means of inyvproving things, I would 
suggest that we permit Sunday baseball and 
Sunday theaters. Still further, let us make 
more use Of our school buildings. Here we 
have millions of dollars in school property 
is idle every évening and night and 
during a large part of the year day and 
night. Why not the city co-operate with the 
working people and employ our school build- 
ings in a beneficial way outside of school 
hours? 

“Once Atlanta recognisés these things 
that I have pointed out, and gets away from 
some of its old, Puritanfc laws, and makes 
lifé pleasanter here for thé average citizen, 
it will not be long in noticing a great im- 
prove along all lines.

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MAYOR CANDLER’S FULL NAME 
AND WHY HE WAS GIVEN IT 

The full name of Atianta’s mayor is As@

Many years ago there lived in West Point, 
Ga., a noted physician by the name of Asa W.

Bishop Candler on Lynching. 
Bishop Candler’s communication follows: 
Editor Constitution: Please permit me to 
approve and emphasize your condemnation of 
lynchings in Georgia. It would be difficult. 
if not impossible, to speak too strongly in de- 
nunciation of these horrible barbarities. 
It is time for plain speech and for pos- 
itive action. A lynching is nothing less than 
murder, and to the crime of murder is add- 
ed the additional offense of insurrection 
against the laws of the country. It is a 
compound crime of the most offensive sort. 
It-is idle for any one to attempt to de- 
fend lynching. We might say that in other 
sections of the country other crimes are com- 
mitted, and that this fact shows our aec- 
tion to be no worse than other sections. 
Doubtless this is true. If statistics printed 
in the newspapers can be trusted, there 
were more homicides in Chicago during the 
past year than there were homicides in al! 
the south. But how is the case of our see- 
tion made better by any accusation brought 
against other sections? The south is not 
better because other séctions are bad. 
We must put away this evil utterly from 
among us Persons, or periodicals, condon- 
ing lynching or inciting men to commit this 
crime, must be unsparingly condemned, This 
observation may lead some readera to think 
of a very fruitful source of lawlessness in 
this state from which issue all sorts of in- 
citements to disorder. If such an observa- 
tion suggests any particular person, or pa- 
per, the fault is not mine, but such person 
or paper must bear the blame. I simply 
say that to incite men to commit the crime 
of lynching ia itself a crime, and ought te 
be punished accordingly.

Excepting a small work dealing with 
Canada, “To Verdun From the Somme” 
is Brittain’s first book, though the 
London newspapers have 
contained articles from his pen,, most- 
ly dealing with Anglo-American af- 
fairs. More often than not, as in a 
recent case, these are spirited defenses, 
by one who knows his subject inside 
out, of some feature of our national 
life which has been the subject of criti- 
cism here. In making such “yeplies” 
Brittain succeeds toa ee? in saving 
exactly what American residents here 
would like to have said, but cannot 
very well say themselves. Asked as 
to the genesis of his strongly pro- 
American bias, which is not over com- 
mon among the members of his class, 
or, indeed, those of any other, Brit- 
tain replied that it resulted from the 
kindness shown him on all sides in the 
United States during his first visit to 
the other side of the Atlantic, just 
after he quitted Oxford, some twenty 
years ago. 

“My experience then was a revela- 
tion to me,” said he. “My feeling was 
‘We in England don’t really understand 
these people; don’t appreciate half 
their fine qualities,’ and since then [ 
have done what I could to promote 
friendliness in both countries. From 
first to last 1 have visited 38 American 
states, with the result today that lI 
can count on meeting, when I visit al- 
most any big American club, almost as 
many friends as I would at a London 
club.” 


It is-quite a pleasure to be able tu 


recommend a book by so firm a friend 
of our country as unreservedly as, 
after being permitted to read it in 
proof, I am able to recommend Brit- 
tain’s account of his, and his distin- 
guished American companion’s, expe- 
riences at the front. He takes us, by 
way of Boulogne, first to British 
headquarters, and thence, by 
way of the Somme and the Argonne 
to historic Verdun, winding up with

State Chairman Makes | 
Earnest Plea for the

In the northern states, where there 
are more foreigners than in the south, 
the question of Americanizing the chil- 
dren of these foreigners have been 
solved in a great measure by the for- 
mation of the clubs known as the Chil- 
dren of the Republic.

manhood, a greater love of country, and a 
more reverent use of our flag, and that we 
cannot honor our revolutionary ancestors 
more fittingly than by teaching to the youth 
of our country, both foreign and American- 
born, a high standard of civic righteous- 
ness and clean citizenship, your state com- 
mittee of “Children and Sons of the Re- 
public,” urge your strong co-operation in 
this division of our D, A. R. work. 

Will you not appoint a local committee, 
sending to me the name of the chairman, 
who will take up the work of organising 
clubs of Children of the Republic, in your 
town and county?

Congress of 
Constructive Patriotism. 


The most prominent men and women 
of the nation have been invited to par- 
ticipate in the Congress of Construc- 
tive Patriotism to convene at the New 
Willard hotel, Washington, D. C., Jan- 
uary 25, 26, 27, 1917. 

The congress will consider the basic 
conditions of national security and the 
development of an efficient national 
spirit. 

The personnel of the congress will 
include representation from the 100,000 
members of the league in 280 branches 
and committees located in all parts of 
the union, and from more than 225 
learned and patriotic societies, colleges 
and commercial, labor and agricultural 
associations.

The first consideration should be 
that of a more scientific and system- 
atic plan of management in every de- 
partment of the home. The household 
not being a form of organization whose 
purpose is pecuniary profit, is the rea- 
son, no doubt, for.its lagging in mak- 
ing application of a form of more 
efficient. management. Nevertheless, 
housekeeping should be looked upon 
as a business, and should be managed 
with as much scientific system as the 
business which supplies the money for 
the upkeep of the home. 


The Allowance Plan. 
The allowance plan is one that 
should be strongly advocated, as it is

a means of simplifyiyg and systema- 
tizing household economies. 

If every housekeeper would expend 
only one-half hour of time and thought 
each morning in making a thorough in- 
vestigation of the kitchen, pantry and 
refrigerator, and to the planning of the 
menu for the entire day before the gro- 
cerymen call, this would be another 
Sreat step in the progress of putting 
into practice a systematic plan of suc- 
cessful management in any household. 

With a knowledge of prices, added 
to this knowledge of the quantity, the 
variety and quality of foodstuffs, you 
will not only systematize the manage- 
ment of the household affairs and re- 
duce the high cost of living, but you 
will harmonize the atmosphere which 
permeates the home and thereby leave 
an impression of peace and good will 
upon those who occupy it. 

Real Economy. 
it not true that the home is the 
source through which not only eco- 
nomical and sociological problems may 
be solved, but physiological ones as 
well? The physical body being com- 
posed of certain well defined elements, 
in certain well defined proportions, the 
elements of nutrition must be provided 
in the right proportions in order that 
the demands of the body are supplied. 

This being true, that which is real 
economy does not mean to “do with- 
out,” but it means an expenditure of 
time, of thought and of study on food 
values; on what constitutes a well 
balanced health-producing diet and put- 


ting into practice that knowledge. 

Thus the efficient woman who will 
put into practice, with her systematic 
plan, and defjnite allowance, her knowl- 
edge of food values and their relations 
to the physical well-being of those 
under her care is our most vital factor 
in reducing the high cost of living.

The New Establishment. 


Lord Curzon has taken a lease of 
Devonshire house, Piccadilly, and he 
and his bride will reside there.

When 
you consider the infinite variation of 
possible position for the thumb and 
his four brothers it is easy to under- 
stand that position alone, without re- 
gard to lighting, is a problem calling 
for great gifts. Moreover, the face 
must be looked after first, and when

Plains of Siberia 
“Texas of Europe’ 
In -Cattle Industry 


(reeeenen 


Barb Wire Fence Is Un- 
known on Open Range of 
Serbia—C attle Industry 
Growing There. 


Petrograd, January 13.—Less than 


two years ago the last piece of the 
open range in the United States was 
fenced and cattle raising on on the old 
grand scale is no more. Siberia, with 
a far larger area of grazing land, is 
as vet guiltless of the barbed wire 
fence, and less than 12 per cent of the 
open range in use. The resources 
for cattle raising are so enormous that 
even the stimulation of the war has 
been insufficient materially to increase 
the exploitation of this industry. 

Military necessities have caused the 
erection of large slaughter houses and 
packing plants, of which the largest 
are in the Biisk district. With the es- 
tablishment of these mammoth plants, 
the facilities for handling live stock on 
the hoof have been increased to such 
an extent that there is no difficulty in 
marketing cattle. The open range in 
Siberia is thus no longer isolated, but 
is in direct touch with market condi- 
tions and the shipments of refrigerated 
product. <A second packing center is 
at Novo-Nikolayevsk, in the govern- 
ment of Tomsk. 

The dairying organization is thor- 
ough, having been developed along co- 
operative lines. Not only does Siberia 
supply the Russian trade, but there is 
an enormous export especially to Den- 
mark and England. As Denmark is the 
butter market of western Europe, a 
large proportion of the butter export- 
through Danish channels is Sibe- 
rian butter. The efficiency of this 
dairy organization insures the profit- 
able handling of the extension of the 
cattle industry in Siberia. The annual 
production of butter is valued at from 
100,000,000 to 125,000,000 rubles an- 
nually. 

Hand in hand with the development 
of the packing industry and of the 
organization of the dairying, the hide 
and leather industry has also been 
placed on a sound commercial basis, 
The center of the leather manufactur- 
ing is also in the Biisk region, where 
statistics show that 430,000 hides are 
at the present time in course of prepa- 
ration. The number of hides dressed 
annually in these Siberian factories 
reaches over 3,000,000, of which one- 
half are of horses and cattle. In Omsk, 
a recently organized shareholding so- 
ciety is now building a tanning factory, 
capable of preparing 60,000 hides an- 
nually, and a shoe facio:y, which will 
have an annual output of abuut 70,000 
pair boots.

London, January 13.—A perturbed 
young man in the uniform of an offi- 
cer, wearing on his breast the bi- 
colored ribbon which indicated that he 
had won the Distinguished Service Or- 
der, one of the highest military deco- 
rations within the gift of the king, 
entered the offices of an insurance 
broker attached to Lloyds, the famous 
insurance mart. At Lloyds they insure 
you against anything, from fire and 
Zeppelin attacks to influenza and the 
measles, even German measles. Lloyds 
are most famous for that sort of thing 
and it is seldom that they fail to 
figure out some way of insuring 
against loss on’ anything under the 
sun. This time, however, Lloyds was 
beaten. 

“JT want,” said the young British offi- 
cer, “to be insured against winning the 
Victoria Cross.” 

The brokers gasped in amazement. 
Here was a war-born something that 
was utterly new and they demanded 
details. 

“It’s just this way,’ declared the 
officer. “Recently I won the D. O. 
and I hope that before things are over 
I will win the Victoria Cross; I cer- 
tainly shall try to do so, and possibly 
I will. But after winning the D. S&S. O., 
which I was proud to have done, | 
found that it is really a costly thing 
to do. 1 am not rich, in fact I have 
but little money. But what with din- 
ners and luncheons and drinks in cele- 
bration of my getting the D. S. O., it 
cost me much more than I could pos- 
sibly afford—about fifty pounds in all, 
I should say. 

“Now if I win the V. C., which, [ 
say, I will try to do when I get back 
to France, I will get leave and come 
to England again. Then there will 
have to be celebrations all over again.

of pounds. Therefore, I wish to pay a 
certain premium, enough so that if | 
win the V. C. you will pay me fo500

FRENCH INTERIOR MAP 
TO BE CHANGED BY WAR 


Country to Be Divided Into 
Administrative and Legis- 
lative “Regions.” 


Paris, December 14.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—-France 
is likely to come out of the war with 
anew map, whether her exterior 
poundaries are changed or not. Napo- 
leon’s organization of her 86 depart- 
ments, dating from 1799, has been con- 
demned by nearly all French statesmen 
as inadequate for modern France. A 
strong movement that has since the 
war developed into an effective experi- 
ment in the organization of “regional 
economic consultative committees” may 
bring about a political redivision of 
the country into something like cight- 
een administrative and legislative “re- 
gions.” 

The object is concentration of re- 
gional interests now scattered among 
the departments, with a decentraliza- 
tion of administrative measures. It 
would bring the French republic into 
closer analogy with the government of 
the United States by giving the pro- 
posed “regions” independence as to lo- 
cal regulations and economic problems 
such as the 86 departments have never 
had. 

The man who has directed the move- 
ment is one of the younger men in pub- 
lic life, Jean Hennessy, deputy for the 
department of Charente and a member 
of the well-known Hennessy fannily of 
southwestern France. He introduced a 
bill to that end in the chamber in 1913. 
It was still unacted upon when the 
mobilization was ordered, and M. Hen- 
nessy joined his regiment. In the in- 
terval before the government returned 
from Bordeaux to Paris, he had earned 
the French military medal and the 
British Distinguished Service Order. 
With the reassembling of parliament,
